On the 6ch of March I Bent the first di- 


vision, General DevSn commanding, to 
Senttsville, on the Jnmt-3 river, with di- 
rections to send out light parties through 
the country and destroy all tho merchand- 
ise, mills, factories, bridges .on Ravenna 
river—the parties to join the division at 
Seottsville. 
The division then proceeded 


along the canal to Duguidcsville, fifteen 
miles from Lynchburg, destroying every 
lock, and ia many planes the bank of the 
canal. 
At Duguidesvillo we hoped to se- 


cure the bridge to cross .the river, as onr 
pontoons were useless on account of 'the 
high water. 
In this we were foiled, as 


both this bridge and the bridge at Hard- 
wicksville were burned by the enemy up- 
on our approach. - Merrett accompanied 
thia division. 


" The 3d division started at tho same 


time from Charlotteville, and proceeded 
down the Lynchburg Railroad to Amherst 
Court House, destroying every bridge on 
the toad, and in many places miles of 
road.

At the.Rockfish river, the 
bank of the canal was cut, nnd at New 
Canton, where the daui is across the 
James, the guard lock was destroyed, and 
the James river let into the canal, carry- 
ing away the bank, and washing out the 
bottom of the canal.

" I have had no news of any ktld since

The latest Richmond papers were

" I omitted to mention that the bridges 


on the railroad from Swoop's depot, on tho 
other side of Staunton, to Charlotteville 
were utterly destroyed; also the bridges 
.f-.jr a.distance often miles on the Gordons- 
ville Railroad. 
The weather has been 


very bad indeed—raining hard every day, 
with the exception of four days, since we 
started. My wugnns have, from the state 
of the roads, deiuiccd mf. 


"Up to the present tinio we have cap 


tured fourteen pieces of arlillcrv, eleven 
at Waynesboro and three atCharlnt.teville 
The party that I sent back from Waynes- 
boro, started with sis pieces but they 
were obliged to. destroy two of the MS for 
want of animals! 
Th'e remaining eight 


pieces Were thoroughly destroyed. 
We 


have also cap'tured twelve cnnal b"ats la- 
den with supplies, ammunition, rations, 
medical stores, etc.
